The deaf have no right to expect 
fa''or» on account of their affliction. 
They do not aslc to be pitied because 
cruel misfortune has doomed them 
to a "life of silence." But they 
have a right to expect fair play 
Deafness of itself is enough of a 
handicap throughout life, without 
having the weight of public injustice 
added to it. 

But that is just what the news- 
papers do, when they print such 
editorials as lately appeared in the 
Ohio State Journal, which de- 
nounces all deaf auto drivers, be- 
cause <v>e recently drove on the 
railroad track and was killed, as also 
was his deaf wife and their baby. 

The writer says "the deaf man 
would have been rejected had he 
sought a license, because he could 
not contribute his share of caution 
and care in driving a car on the 
highway." 

That is an unjust way to com- 
ment on the matter. The accident 
was not the result of deafness, but 
of individual carelessness. Perhaps 
the victim was one of those partly 
deaf, or hard of hearing, who has 
been accustomed to rely upon defec- 
tive hearing, and consequently did 
not "stop and look," before at- 
tempting to cross the railroad track. 
There is not a deaf-mute driver in 
the United States — and there are 
hundreds of licensed drivers who 
are deaf— who would not "stop, 
look, and listen " (with their eyes;, 
before attempting to dispute the 
right of way with a locomotive. 

Similar fatal accidents occur al- 
most daily with men who hear at 
the steering wheel. The possession 
of the sense of hearing does not al- 
ways make men careful, and often 
the jumble of noises fools the ear 
into censing that only one train is 
passing, when two trains are whiz- 
zing by in opposite directions. 

If a deaf man meets with any ac- 
cident, the cause is ascribed to his 
deafness. 

If a deaf-mute begs or sells ma- 
nual alphabet cards, the public pi- 
ties and patronizes him because he 
can not hear or speak. Incidental- 
ly, most of these alphabet card ped- 
dlers are impostors, and can hear 
and speak. 

all the deaf are tarred with the 
same stick, and the sympathetic 
public is sorry for them, and the 
general public judges a single re- 
probate to be a " sample brick." 

Meanwhile the thousands of in- 
dnstrious and capable deaf citizens 
must suffer the injustice of a mis- 
taken prejudice.

FORMATION OF A SOUTHERN ASSO- 
CIATION. 



An addren delirered at the Winston-Salem eon- 
Tcntlon of the North Carolina Association of the 
Deaf. Auffuat a 4 th-i7th, 1027. hy Mrs. C. L. Jackaon, 
of Atlanta. 



Mr President, Ladies and Gentlemen :— 

The idea of the formation of an organiza- 
tion for the Southern deaf is not new. As 
far back as 1919, when the deaf of Georgia 
were preparing to entertain the National 
Fraternal Society of the Deaf, it was found 
that more than half of the entire deaf 
population residing within the South were 
not members of their own State association, 
nor of the two National bodies. Observing 
this and being in close touch with the deaf 
throughout the South, one of our fellow 
deaf, Mr. Percy W. Ligon, suggested that 
we make an effort to organize all the various 
Southern State Associations into a combined 
federation, which would have the affect of 
drawing together all the deaf into one great 
to-operative body, acting as a clearing house, 
as it were, for greater interest and co-opera- 
tion in the work of the National bodies, and 
at the same time functioning for the same 
results in problems peculiar to their im 
mediate section. 

Circular letters were sent out to the 
various State associations, asking for their 
views and opinions of such a movement 
Several very favorable replies were received, 
and later a meeting was called in Atlanta, 
which was attended by representatives from 
a number of States. The movement was 
discussed and it was decided to take the 
matter up in earnest after the convention of 
the National Fraternal Society of the Deaf. 
However, Mr. Ligon, one of the strongest 
leaders in the movement, left the city and 
the matter was dropped for the time being, 
but never entirely abandoned by those who 
favored such an organization. I<ast year the 
idea was revived, and received a new im- 
petus by an editorial appearing in the Deaf 
Carolinian from the pen of one of the 
South's most gifted writers and thinkers, 
Mr. O. W. Underbill. Following this, you 
are all familiar with the way in which the 
idea has spread, so I will not dwell longer 
nt»on past history, but confine myself to the 
present. 

To begin with, I wish to say most em- 
phatically that the idea was never advanced 
with any intention of discrediting of anta- 
gonizing the National Associattion of the 
Deaf, or any other like association. No 
one has worked harder to increase member- 
ship and interest for the National associa- 
tion in the South than myself, having 
secured many new members through my 
own personal efforts. The original, and 
I believe the present, idea was to be of help 
to it by bringing into the fold of some or- 
ganization the hundreds of deaf who were 
not members of the National Association of 
the Deaf, or the National Fraternal Society 
ol the Deaf, or affiliated with their own State 
associations, but who, once identified with an 
organization such as proposed, would re- 
reive information and education that would 
give them a keener sense of their duty and 
obligation to these great National bodies 
and a desire to work in co-operative unison 
in an organization formed for their special 
advancement and progress in their own im- 
mediate section. Therefore, / believe that 
with these motives behind the movement, 
there could possibly redound to the Nation 
al Association nothing but the greatest profit 
and good will. 

We all realize that "in unity there is 
strength," and if we, as a class, are to ever 
go forward, it is going to take the "ever- 
lasting team-work of am.," so if an organi- 
zation such as this increases the number of 
organized deaf, enlightens the uninformed 
and misinformed, creates a greater co- 
operative bond for success in ptobfeaM 
vitally their own, no matter if it is con- 
fined to locale, then I say, the benefits ac- 
cruing to the National Association can not 
be estimated. 

Regardless of what has been said pro and 
con, "Sectionalism " has no place in the dis- 
cussion. Much harm has already SSSS 
done by those opposing the idea, by seek- 
ing to make this issue in order to gain their 
own point, thereby creating false impres- 
sions and prejudices. The binding closer 
together of the deaf can but result in good 
to am., no mater in what section they may 
be located. Let us be careful not to go to 
the extremes in our zeal, and say or do 
things which we may regret, and which 
may prove a detriment to the very objects 
which we seek. 

Discuss the movement calmly and dis 
passionately. Weigh well its benefits, also 
its disadvantages and difficulties before you 
arrive at any decision. None of us, I 
take it, wish to injure any body or group, 
but we do want to draw together the deaf 
that would not be reached except by such an 
organization as proposed. That the deaf ol 
the South are the least organized of any 
section is admitted, and is every reason why 
any effort made to combine forces is of 
the greatest value to all.

We are all Southerners 
with a high sense of the ideal, with an in- 
born chivalry, that while seeking good for 
ourselves are always willing to consider the 
good of others. No class of people on 
earth understand our needs or problems 
peculiar to this section than we, ourselves. 
Still, on the other hand, not only arc we 
loyal Southerners but we are loyal amkki 
cans, and feel that in aiding our own 
Southern deaf, we are at the same time 
helping to promote the cause of our fellow 
deaf in every other section. 

When you have fully discussed this 
movement I believe that you, too, will find 
many good points in favor of such an or- 
ganization as proposed, which I have not 
the time to speak of here, so I will conclude 
by asking you to debate this issue well

St. Louis was visited by a fair- 
sized tornado last Thursday, the 
29th, which left a trail of death and 
distraction in its wake. In some 
five minutes, it had crossed the city 
from the south-west to the north- 
east killed ninety people, wounded 
some estimated at six hundred, and 
damaged property estimated at from 
fifteen to twenty-five millions. We 
are glad to record that none of the 
silents were killed, although 
some were injured by flying glass 
and timbers. Some had narrow es- 
capes from death, as the tornado 
came up with such sudden, speed 
that it was over ere one knew what 
was happening. Henry Stumpe, at 
his work in a cleaning establish- 
ment, had just time to dive in the 
dryer along with the other em- 
re the second floor of the 
building fell on it. It was an ex- 
citing five minutes. 

The large department stores had 
a bargain day on Thursday, and 
many of the deaf ladies were clown- 
town at the bargain counters. Mrs. 
Bransettlex owes her life to that, as 

had she remained at home she 
might have been killed in the ruins 
of her flat. Nick Kieran was able 
to assist many injured, as he worked 
right in the path of the storm. The 
Hats of the Bransettlers, Stippichs, 
Buchanans, Hunters, vveremoreor 
less damaged, that of the Stippich's 
being entirely wrecked with loss of 
household equipment. None 
of the locals owning their own 
homes lost anything. Taken as a 
whore the deaf were very fortunate.

RED CROSS WORK NEVER DONE. MS 
ASTER RELIEF BUT PART OF PROGRAM 



After trouble, comes the Red Cross, 
just as surely as the sunshine follows 
the rain. And thousands of homeless, 
bereft by disaster, have gazed on the 
bright red insignia, derived new cour 
ind carried on to rehabilitation 
and happiness, thanks to its aid. The 
advent of the Red Cross means much 
more than trouble somewhere. Not 

any one deprecates the work of relief, 

bill the average person is belter able 
to visualize what is being done when 
he sees refugees fed and sheltered. 

Undoubtedly the spec t acu l ar side of 
Red Cross work deals with the tic 
tnendoUS program of disaster relief 
which il has (allied on this past 
The Mississippi Valley Hoods rendered 
500,000 homeless when the river was 
at its worst. Refugee camps, taking 
rare of thousands, were established. 

What was accomplished is sufficiently 

well known to need no additional COffl 
ment. But the Mississippi affair was 
only one of seventy-five major dis- 
asters which required relief during the 
fiscal year which ended July fust 
While the Father of Waters held the 

centei of the siage, tine to the magnJ 

Hide of the havoc he created, there 
were twelve oilier catastrophes of a 
serious nature taking place. All told, 
twenty-five States were visited by vio- 
lence in some form during the past 
year. 

The great war left the Red Cross 
with a problem dose to its heart. It 
is one thai has a great deal in common 
with disaster relief, namely, the re- 
habilitation of the disabled ex-service 
man. The former lighting man and 
his family have become the wards of 
the Red Cross, not in the sense of Ik- 
ing dependents, but rather that of 
" The Greatest Mother." Not long 
ago a wounded veteran told a Red 
when em ountered in a 
veteran's hospital, that it was the Red 
that |>i< ted him up when he was 
wounded, greeted him when he arrived 
back in the C. S. A , and that "lie 
Supposed the Red Cross would be on 
hand to see him through the pearly 
gales." 

The Red Cross does not attempt to 
duplicate or supersede the recreational 
functions of other soldier relief 

ties. They do excellent work and 
need no assistance. But it does at- 
tempt t0 fill the |»>s( of counsellor, to 
write letters when there is no one else

Editor Deaf-Mutes' Journal :— Many 
nK.H.ttcs of the oral method claim that 
every normal deal child can be successfully 
taught how to speak and to read speech 
from the lips and the results have been 
Mttofactoty, as shown in after-school lives 
ol the deaf. Many years' observation in 
1 he world has shown me that a majority 
of the orally educated deaf persons cannot 
converse orally with the people with whom 
ihe come in contact, but use pad and 
pencil. 

There is a mistaken idea in the minds 
of many people that the only object of 
.1 work in a school for the deaf is 
to teach the pupils to speak. The first 
and supreme object ol" the oral work is 
Ihe education of the child. Oral methods 
are employed, because In oral methods we 
can best and most completely educate 
Speech and speech -reading, together with 
writing, are the chief means used in the 
instruction of pupils. 

In nearly every State, laws have been 
passed requiring that every deaf child 
under instruction in the State schools be 
given the advantages of oral instruction 
In all the leading schools, the number 
placed under instruction by this method 
i9 greatly on the im 91 

We, in common with the intelligent deal 
people throughout the country, believe 
that many deaf children can be success- 
fully educated by the oral method. 

It is generally admitted that bright chil 
dren advance faster and acquire more 
written Knulish in the same length of time 
in the Oral Department than those- in the 
Manual Depart ment ; the oral pupil gets 
speech and speech -reading in a addition to 
his knowledge of written language, while 
the manual pupil is limited to written 
language But bright pupils progress verv 
well in the Manual Department and com 
plele their prescribed course 

Many oral pupils ean not speak and 
read the lips well, but make good progress 
in their studies and finish their course 
They do not have lo depend upon their 
imperfect speech and speech reading They 
have written language to fall back 
upon Some orally educated pupils enter 
ed Gallaudet College and finished I heir 
course Tlicv were poor lip-readers. 

It is a fact that there arc many slow and 
backward pupils in the Oral Department 
who should be transferred to the Manual 
I lepattment. 

We cannot help but see how grievous is 
the lailure of numerous orally taught deaf 
DNpie, as soon as thev have lett school. 
tr\ing to depend upon the unnatural power 
of lip reading Kven expert lip-readers can 
not sit in church and understand a sermon 
completely or even general conversation. 
Some one joins in the talk from 
direction and your eyes can't catch it all 
or know which one will speak next. For 
no one can read lips as well as they could 
hear words, even if they can speak. 

In most cases, semi-mutes are poor lip- 
readers, though they can speak very well. 

Those who invent and profit by some re- 
inedv for a human ailment may naturally 
lulu'vc it to be a marvelous remedy, but 
we. deaf people, arc the ones to say whether 
the W—d) really cures and whether we 
find it worth while in the struggle of life. 
The oral teachers get so used to the speech 
of their pupils that they cannot realize how 
different it is from natural speech. Also the 
pupils gets so used to reading the lips of 
his teachers that success with them 
guarantee of success la the world a 1. 

Stuff your ears with cotton or in some 
other way make yourself deaf for a moment 
and have someone speak to you, then try 
to understand what he is saying by read- 
ing the movement of his lips. 

In school, the pupil is trained to read the 
teacher's lips and like a company ol well 
drilled soldiers, they go through the paces 
in fine shape. But put some other person 
in place of the teacher, one whose lips ere 
unfamiliar and hard to read, and have him 
or her speak to them in a natural way, the 
same as if they were not deaf, and they will 
fall down and utterly fail. 

A man has the misfortune to have his 
It off. According to the oralist's as- 
sumption, the proper way to treat him is 
to make or keep him- as near the normal 
as possible. Therefore, do not allow him 
crutches. Make him walk on his 
-tumps 

A deaf child has the misfortune to lose 
his hearing. According to the oralist's point 
ot view, do not, under anv circumstances, 
allow him to use the sign-language or fin- 
ger s|H-lling Make him talk like hearing 
people. Deafness is a fact. After all that 
the oral teacher has done for him, the deat 
man finds (hat he is still deaf. 

When a deaf person is engaged in some- 
kind of work, in talking to his boss or the 
other workers, he uses a pad and pencil. 
Me finds lip-reading unreliable. 

The chief object in educating the deal 
should be to prepare them for the duties 
and responsibilities of life, and to enable 
them to derive as much happiness out of 
life as they can. 

I am not opposed to the* oral method, 
and I believe there is much good in this 
method il a deal child can profit bv it
